U.S. military confirms only 
that the soldiers are missing 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A farmer claiming to have 
witnessed an attack on a U.S. military check- 
point said Sunday that insurgents swarmed 
the scene, killing the driver of a Humvee 
before taking two of his comrades captive. 
The U.S. military has only said the soldiers 
are missing. 

U.S. troops, backed by helicopters and 
warplanes, fanned out 
across the “Triangle of 
Death” south of Baghdad 
searching for the missing 
servicemen. At least four 
raids had been carried out, 
but the captives were not 
found, the military said. 

Another local resi- 
dent said the soldiers searched houses on 
Sunday and promised a $100,000 reward 
for any information leading to the miss- 
ing soldiers. 

White House spokesman Tony Snow said 
he had no new information on the search and 
could not confirm if the two men were abduct- 
ed. “We’re still trying to ascertain their where- 
abouts,” he told CNN’s “Late Edition.” 

Ahmed Khalaf Falah, who said he wit- 
nessed the attack Friday, said three Humvees 
were manning a checkpoint when they came 
underfire from many directions. Two Humvees 
went after the assailants, but the third was 
ambushed before it could move, (ap)

American church 
makes global history 
in controversial choice 

COLUMBUS, OHIO I The Episcopal 
Church on Sunday elected Nevada 
Bishop Katharine Jefferts Schori 
as the presiding bishop of the 
denomination, making her the 
first woman to lead any church in 
the global Anglican Communion. 
It was another groundbreaking and 
controversial move for a denomina- 
tion that consecrated Anglicanism’s 
first openly gay bishop just three 
years ago. 

Standing before cheering 
delegates to Episcopal General 
Convention, Jefferts Schori said 
she was “awed and honored and 
deeply privileged to be elected.” 
Outgoing Presiding Bishop Frank 
Griswold was at her side as she 
was introduced after closed- door 
balloting. 


Climbers Injured 
In 500-Foot Fall 

PORTLAND, ORE. I Three climbers 
near the top of Oregon’s highest 
peak fell 500 feet Saturday morn- 
ing; two were seriously injured. 

The trio were part of a few par- 
ties climbing on the 11, 240 -foot 
Mount Hood, when something 
went awry. They fell backward, 
hitting other climbers below them, 
officials said.

Bush Wary of Polls on Iraq 


White House says it 
won’t let publie opinion 
sway handling of war 

WASHINGTON | President Bush 
understands there is growing U.S. 
concern over his handling of the 
Iraq war but will not rely on polls to 
determine when to withdraw troops, 
his spokesman said Sunday. 

“The president understands how 
a war can wear on a nation,” White 
House press secretary Tony Snow 
said. “Whatever the bleakness is, 
whatever the facts are on the ground, 
you figure out how to win. You can’t 


do that by reading polls. . . . 

“Most people realize simply pull- 
ing out would be an absolute, unmit- 
igated disaster,” Snow said. 

Meanwhile, Sen. Dianne 
Feinstein of California said she and 
other Democrats would introduce 
a resolution this week calling for 
a phased withdrawal, noting that 
Bush signed a defense bill last year 
calling for that in 2006. 

“Three years and three months 
into the war, with all of the losses, 
the insurgency, the burgeoning civil 
war that’s taking place, an open- 
ended time commitment is no lon- 
ger sustainable,” Feinstein said on 


CNN’s “Late Edition.” 

After three years of war, approv- 
al of Bush’s handling of Iraq has 
dipped to 33 percent, a new low, 
and his overall job approval rating 
was 35 percent in a new AP-Ipsos 
poll. The war has brought a U.S. 
death toll of 2,500 and a price tag 
of $320 billion. 

Snow, speaking on three Sunday 
talk shows, said Bush has confi- 
dence the new Iraqi government 
under Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki will take on a greater role 
in the coming months to deal with 
unrest and sectarian violence in the 
region, (ap)

Book: Al-Qaeda Planned Gas Attack 


Terrorist network was 
45 days away from hit 
on New York subways 

NEW YORK I U.S. officials received 
intelligence that al- Qaeda opera- 
tives had been 45 days from releas- 
ing a deadly gas into New York City 
subways when the plan was called 
off by Osama bin Laden’s second- 
in-command in 2003, according to 
a book excerpt released Sunday on 
Time magazine’s Web site. 

According to the investigative 


report by Pulitzer-prize winning 
journalist Ron Suskind, an infor- 
mant close to al- Qaeda manage- 
ment told U.S. officials that Ayman 
al-Zawahri canceled the plan in 
January 2003, despite the likeli- 
hood that the strike would have 
killed as many as on Sept. 11. 

The informant said that opera- 
tives had planned to use a small, 
easily concealed delivery system 
to release hydrogen cyanide into 
multiple subway cars. U.S. offi- 
cials had already discovered plans 
for the device in the computer of 


a Bahraini jihadist arrested in 
February 2003, and they had been 
able to construct a working model 
from the plans. 

A New York Police Department 
spokesman said authorities had 
known of the planned attack. “We 
were aware of the plot and took 
appropriate precaution,” Paul 
Browne said Saturday. 

According to the Time report. 
President Bush was shown a model 
of the weapon in March 2003 and 
ordered alerts sent through the U.S. 
government, (ap)

Gas Execs Defend Pricing 


Firms say high costs 
at pump essential to 
maintaining supplies 

WAS H I N GTO N I Americans paying $3 
per gallon at the pump have it rela- 
tively cheap when compared with 
prices globally, say oil and gas com- 
pany executives who defend their 
record profits as essential to main- 
taining supplies. 

In parts of Europe and elsewhere 
in the West, gasoline prices are more 
like $5 per gallon to $7 per gallon, 
said the chairman of ConocoPhillips 
Co., James J. Mulva. 

“This is a global business, and it’s 


not only that we need to add to sup - 
ply, but we need to reduce demand,” 
Mulva said. “In the United States 
alone, we have about 2 percent of 
world oil reserves, 5 percent of the 
population and yet we use about 
25 percent of the world’s consump- 
tion of oil.” 

Mulva and two other executives 
who appeared on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press” said they are optimistic about 
keeping a lid on domestic prices, 
unless their fears come true about 
the potential for damage to U.S. 
energy production from the hur- 
ricane season that began June 1. 

Though many U.S. consum- 
ers blame high pump prices on oil 


companies greedy for profits, the 
oil company chiefs blame global 
competition for supplies. 

“If we didn’t have this level of 
profitability, I don’t think we could 
get the supplies to where they need 
to get to,” said the president of 
Shell Oil Co., John Hofmeister. 
He emphasized that the compa- 
nies are seeking greater access to 
federal lands and offshore waters 
for exploration. 

O’Reilly said “profits are in the 
midrange” and not as high as they 
could be, but that if prices were to 
decrease, the demand for oil and gas 
would increase and supplies could 
become short, john heilprin (ap)

Lawmakers Push 
Sugar as Possible 
Source of Fuel 

WASHINGTON | With the market 
for corn-based ethanol booming, 
lawmakers from sugar-producing 
U.S. states are hoping that beet and 
cane growers can soon jump onto 
the renewable fuel bandwagon. 

They cite the model of Brazil, 
which produces ethanol made 
from sugar cane. Critics, pointing 
out that sugar is much cheaper in 
Brazil than in the United States, 
question whether the economics of 
sugar-based ethanol would work in 
America. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture is expected to issue a 
long-awaited study around July 1 
on the viability of converting sugar 
into ethanol.

Authorities Rush to Clean 
Up Toxic Coal Tar River Spill 

Chinese authorities said Sunday a 
toxic coal tar spill flowing down a 
northern river had slowed, as they 
rushed to stop it from reaching a 
reservoir that serves a city of 10 mil- 
lion and is a standby source for the 
2008 Olympic Games. Dams, cot- 
ton quilts, and pumps helped slow

Afghan Offensive Kills 90 Militants 


Southern blitz aimed 
at quelling signs of 
a Taliban resurgence 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Taliban 
militants killed five people in an 
ambush Sunday while U.S.-led 
coalition troops moved deeper into 
Afghanistan’s southern mountains 
in an offensive that has killed about 
90 insurgents in less than a week, 
officials said. 

More than 10,000 U.S.-led 
troops have spread out over four 
southern provinces as part of 
Operation Mountain Thrust, a 
counterinsurgency blitz aimed at 
quelling a Taliban resurgence. 

Taliban militants ambushed a 
convoy carrying a former provin- 
cial chief in Helmand on Sunday, 
killing him and four bodyguards, 
said Ghulam Mohiudin, the gover- 
nor’s spokesman. Police and coali- 
tion forces in nearby Zabul province 
also killed two militants, while two 
wounded insurgents were arrest- 
ed, provincial police chief Noor 
Mohammad Paktin said. 

Afghan soldiers — along with 
U.S., Canadian and British troops 
— are spreading out over Helmand,

In the past week, coalition offi- 
cials said an estimated 85 other 
insurgents were killed in the offen- 
sive, the largest anti-Taliban mili- 
tary campaign undertaken since the 
former regime’s 2001 ouster in an 
American-led invasion.

N. Korea May Be Set for Missile Test 


SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
vowed Sunday to increase its “mili- 
tary deterrent” to cope with what it 
called U.S. attempts to provoke war, 
amid signs the country was prepar- 
ing to test a long-range missile that 
could reach the continental U.S. 

North Korea has not fired a long- 


range missile since August 1998, 
when it sent a rocket flying over 
parts of Japanese territory. 

But signs of a launch have grown 
in recent days, with reports saying 
a missile has been assembled on the 
North’s eastern coast and may have 
been fueled for launch, (ap)

U.K. Hospital Mulls Face Transplants 


Arctic repository will 
ensure crop diversity 
in event of catastrophe 

OSLO, NORWAY I It sounds like some- 
thing from a science fiction film — a 
“doomsday” vault, dug into a fro- 
zen mountainside deep in an Arctic 
island’s permafrost that will serve 
as a Noah’s Ark for world seeds in 
case of a global catastrophe. 

But Norway’s ambitious proj- 
ect is on its way to becoming real- 
ity with the start of construction 
Monday of the Svalbard Global 
Seed Vault, designed to house as 
many as 3 million of the world’s 
crop seeds. 

Prime ministers of Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Finland and 
Iceland were to attend the corner- 
stone ceremony Monday near the 


town of Longyearbyen, in Norway’s 
remote Svalbard Islands, roughly 
620 miles from the North Pole. 

Norway’s Agriculture Minister 
Terje Riis-Johansen has called the 
vault a “Noah’s Ark on Svalbard.” 

Its purpose is to ensure surviv- 
al of crop diversity in the event of 
plant epidemics, nuclear war, nat- 
ural disasters or climate change, 
and to offer the world a chance to 
restart growth of food crops that 
may have been wiped out. 

The seeds, packaged in foil, 
would be stored at such tempera- 
tures that they could last hundreds, 
even thousands, of years, accord- 
ing to the independent Global Crop 
Diversity Trust. The trust has also 
worked on the project and will help 
run the vault, which plans to start 
accepting seeds from around the 
world in September 2007. (ap)

City I.D. Theft Investigated 


Officials question how 
D.C. workers’ personal 
information was stored 

WAS H I N G TO N I A laptop containing 
the Social Security numbers and 
other personal data of 13,000 city 
employees and retirees has been 
stolen, officials said. 

The computer was stolen 
Monday from the Washington 
home of an employee of ING U.S. 


Financial Services, said officials 
with the company, which adminis- 
ters the district’s retirement plan. 

The company did not notify 
city employees of the theft until 
late Friday because it took offi- 
cials several days to determine 
what information was stored on 
the laptop, ING spokeswoman 
Caroline Campbell said.

Geoff Ogiivy Takes Open

Mickelson blows late 
lead in quest for third 
straight Major title 

GOLF I Phil Mickelson’s bid for a 
third consecutive major ended with 
a shocking collapse Sunday when he 
bungled his way to a double bogey 
on the final hole, giving the U.S. 
Open to Geoff Ogiivy. 

The winning shot in this test 
of survival at Winged Foot was 
Ogiivy ’s 6 -foot par putt that he 
figured was only good for second 
place. 

The memory will be Mickelson 
on the 72nd hole, one minute on the 
verge of joining Tiger Woods as the 
only players over the last 50 years 
with three straight majors, the next 
minute looking like the Mickelson 
of old with a reckless attempt to get 
out of trouble. 

“I still am in shock that I did 
that. I just can’t believe that I did 
that,” Mickelson said. “I’m such 
an idiot.” 

Ogiivy, whose resiliency car- 
ried him to the Match Play 
Championship in February, closed 
with a 2-over 72 in the highest-scor- 
ing U.S. Open since 1974 at Winged 
Foot. He became the first Australian 
to win the U.S. Open since David 
Graham in 1981. 


“I feel for Phil,” Ogiivy said. “He’s 
won a few majors recently, so I can 
take one away.” 

Ogiivy certainly did his part. 

Battling to the very end, the 
29 -year- old Aussie holed an 18- 
foot chip to save par on the 17th 
hole, and then got a miserable break 
on the 18th hole when his tee shot 
landed in a divot. His approach lost 
power as it reached the green, tum- 
bling down the slope. Unlike two 
other players before him — Colin 


Montgomerie and Jim Furyk — 
Ogiivy made the putt. 

Even so, this was Mickelson’s 
major to win, and the first one he 
threw away. 

He had a two -shot lead with 
four holes to play, but the stub- 
born side of him continued to hit 
driver, and his miscues finally 
caught up with him. Mickelson 
hit only two fairways in the final 
round, none on the back nine.

Len Bias: A Legacy Denied 


Two decades after his 
death, fans still wonder 
what might have been 

BASKETBALL | When he completed 
his extraordinary basketball career 
at Maryland, the only question sur- 
rounding Len Bias was whether he 
would dominate the NBA in the 
same fashion he ruled the Atlantic 
Coast Conference. 

Twenty years later, many still 
wonder. 

Bias appeared destined for great- 
ness when the Boston Celtics select- 
ed the 6 -foot- 8 forward with the 
No. 2 pick in the 1986 NBA draft. 
The plan was for Bias to team with 
future Hall of Earner Larry Bird for 
a few years, then take over as lead- 
er of pro basketball’s most storied 
franchise. 

“It’s a dream within a dream,” 
Bias said that night. “My first dream 
was just to play in the NBA. To get 
drafted by the world champions is 
an extra one.” 



Len Bias, ACC player of the year in 1985 
and 1986, died 20 years ago today at 22. 


Two nights later, on June 19, 
1986, Bias died of cocaine intoxi- 
cation. He was 22. 

“The news of his death was 
tragic, as he would have been an 
amazing professional player after 


his college career,” Duke coach Mike 
Krzyzewski said recently. “It was a 
sad day for the entire sport of bas- 
ketball. We lost one of the best play- 
ers of that era.” 

Bias averaged 16.4 points per 
game at Maryland and won the 
ACC player of the year award in 
1985 and 1986. 

“I have said many times that the 
two most difficult opposing play- 
ers to prepare for in my time in the 
ACC were Michael Jordan and Len 
Bias,” Krzyzewski said. “Len was a 
gifted player. He was special, and 
our league has had a lot of great 
players.” david ginsburg (ap)

Two new fictional TV 
shows go behind the 
scenes of one real one 

NARCISSISM I When NBC’s fall 
schedule was announced last 
month, two of its half-dozen new 
series stood out: the Tina Fey- 
starring comedy, “30 Rock,” and 
the Aaron Sorkin drama, “Studio 
60 on the Sunset Strip.” 


Their common denominator? 
Each takes a look behind the scenes 
at a sketch- comedy show not unlike 
NBC’s own “Saturday Night Live.” 
Jointly, “Studio 60” and “30 Rock” 
are reaching new heights in network 
narcissism: One-third of NBC’s 
freshman slate is about NBC. 

Even though the pilot for either 
series isn’t yet approved for review, 
in their current versions both look 
promising — and then some: Maybe 


they foreshadow a whole new age of 
media self-involvement. 

“Studio 60 on the Sunset Strip” 
is a richly filmed hour with a large 
ensemble cast. The pilot begins 
with a clash between a network 
censor and the executive produc- 
er of the show-within -the -show, 
“Studio 60” — a live late-night 
series that seems different from 
“SNL” principally in that it airs 
from Hollywood on Fridays on the 


National Broadcasting System. 

The producer loses his power 
play. Moments before airtime, the 
politically sensitive sketch he was 
fighting for is yanked. 

Stepping in front of the cam- 
era and halting the action, he warns 
viewers, “It’s not going to be a very 
good show tonight and I think you 
should change the channel.” 

Eventually, he’s cut off. Then 
he’s fired. 

How to save the show and 
redeem the network? NBS’ presi- 
dent (Amanda Feet) has a brain- 
storm: Sign the brilliant bad-boy 
writing partners (Matthew Perry 
and Bradley Whitford) who were 
canned from “Studio 60” years ear- 
lier, then got big making movies. 

Could “Studio 60 on the Sunset 
Strip” be taken as a tacit admission 
of guilt and a silent act of contrition 
by NBC for, hmm, one transgres- 
sion or another? 

“30 Rock” hits even closer to 
home. The title of this zany single - 
camera comedy refers, of course, to 
30 Rockefeller Plaza, the Manhattan 
address of NBC Universal and cor- 
porate parent General Electric — 
and, like the real-life “SNL,” home 
to “The Girlie Show,” a live sketch- 
comedy program whose head writer 
is Liz Lemon (played by Fey, herself 
an “SNL” veteran). 

Skewering yourself in big- 
ger, cleverer ways than your crit- 
ics can? Turning satire into prod- 
uct plugs and cross-promotion? 
Embarking on a new course of stra- 
tegic narcissism? If so, “30 Rock” 
and “Studio 60” could really be hot.

Attack 


Enigmas 


The cryptic message 
of the Toynbee tiles’ 
remains a mystery 

Unless you’re hunting for them, 
the peculiar markers embed- 
ded in the streets of downtown 
St. Louis don’t draw much atten- 
tion. For those who do notice, the 
words make little sense. 

The shoe box-sized mark- 
er reads: “TOyNBEE IDEA IN 
KUbricK’s 2001 RESURRECT 
DEAD ON PLANET JUPiTER.” 

The plaques, numbering more 
than 100 and found on dozens of 
city streets across the U.S. and in 
three South American countries, 
present a riddle that may never 
be solved: What on Earth — or 
on Jupiter — does English histo- 
rian Arnold J. Toynbee have to do 
with filmmaker Stanley Kubrick 
and with raising the dead? 

St. Louis has three “Toynbee 
tiles.” Kansas City has one. 
Philadelphia, where many believe 
the strange practice of stamp- 
ing the message on city streets 
began, has more than a dozen. A 
plaque in Santiago, Chile, lists an 
“A. Toynbee” and a Philadelphia 
address, which, while real, pro- 
vided no solution. 


Some have called the markers 
the urban equivalent of crop cir- 
cles. Others say they’re just quirky 
underground graffiti. No one has 
ever been caught or taken credit 
for this caper, which dates back 
to at least the 1980s. 

Toynbee.net is dedicated to 
mapping and discussing the phe- 
nomenon that has left people 
puzzled in New York, Baltimore, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Atlantic 
City, Boston, Washington, Chicago, 
Indianapolis, Detroit, Buenos Aires 
and Rio de Janeiro. 

Chris Clark went to the site after 
she stumbled across the plaques in 
St. Louis. “The pleasure of these 
plaques is not so much in the solu- 
tion and whodunit,”’ Clark said. 
“It’s hearing the wild theories and 
stories that surround them.” 

Some have tried to make the 
connection to Kubrick and “2001: A 
Space Odyssey.” Internet searches 
return a load of theories, but the 
connection with the late filmmaker 
is vague, at best. 

“The meaning of the message 
on the tiles is pretty open-ended,” 
said Justin Duerr, a Toynbee -tile 
fanatic from Philadelphia. “You can 
draw a lot of connections between 
the two, depending on how far out 
you want to stretch it.” 

Another variation reads: 
“TOyNBEE IDEA IN MOViE 
2001 RESURRECT DEAD ON 
PLANET JUPiTER.” Sometimes,

there are other cryptic messages 
as well. 

In 1983, an article in The 
Philadelphia Inquirer told of a man 
named James Morasco who said 
Toynbee’s theory of bringing dead 
molecules back to life on Jupiter 
appeared in Kubrick’s 1968 film. 
Many have argued that no such 


reference exists, though Jupiter 
is indeed part of the movie. 

In the late 1990s, Duerr became 
obsessed with the plaques. Lastyear 
he developed resurrectdead.com to 
document the tiles, and he plans to 
make a movie on the subject. 

Duerr said even after Morasco’s 
death in 2003, new plaques 
appeared in Philadelphia and else- 
where. At one time, the tiles could 
be found on every other block. Many 
have since been paved over or worn 
down to nothing by traffic. 

Many of the plaques look identi- 
cal, as if made with a cookie cutter. 
Others change the wording slight- 
ly and take on a colorful style of 
their own. Some include political 
messages. 

One Web site reported a 
Toynbee tile in Pittsburgh that 
offered instructions on how to 


make the plaques using several lay- 
ers of linoleum and glue. Another 
tile reads, “You must make and 
glue tiles!” 

That was enough to persuade 
Duerr to make a tile of his own and 
slap it to a street in Philadelphia. 
He said his version looks almost like 
the others. His actions present the 
most obvious explanation: Other 
people were intrigued enough by 
their encounter with the tiles to 
make their own in various cities. 

Duerr said there’s even a name 
for such behavior: A meme, pro- 
nounced “meem,” meaning a cul- 
tural action that is transmitted 
and repeated. 

“I don’t believe there’s a lone 
gunman,” Duerr said. “I like to look 
at it as art that exists for a reason 
other than being in an art gallery.”

Belief in heaven and

Belief in hell is going to you-know- 
where. And belief in heaven is in 
trouble, too.

Gallup reported in 2004 that 
81 percent of Americans believed 
in heaven and 70 percent in hell. 
An earlier Gallup Poll said 77 per- 
cent of ever- optimistic Americans 
rated their odds of making heaven 
as “good” or “excellent.” Few saw 
themselves as hellhound. 

“The percentage who say they 
believe in heaven has remained pret- 
ty constant the past 50 years, but 
what people mean by it has changed 
an awful lot,” Russell said. Some 
people are so confused they believe 
in heaven but not God — “I suppose 
a New Age thing,” he said. 

But if today’s notion of paradise 


is off base, then what’s the best way 
to think of heaven? 

“For Christians, basically, heaven 
underneath all of the decorations 
means living in harmony with God 
and the cosmos and your neighbors 


and being grateful,” said Russell. To 
him, it’s healthiest to see heaven as 
starting on earth, not an existence 
that “suddenly happens when you 
die.” 

What about hell? “There is a 




tendency to over-dramatize hell in 
order to get [it] across to people,” he 
said, but it’s simply “the absence of 
God, the absence of heaven.” 

Russell’s book is a heartfelt 
appeal against “physicalism,” the 
modern claim that knowledge comes 
only through the physical senses and 
empirical science. Such an outlook 
is arrogant and unproveable, Russell 
believes, because it ignores humans’ 
moral sense and the supernatural 
— including heaven and hell. 

In Catholicism, the Second 
Vatican Council (1962-65) declared 
that persons who do not know the 
Christian gospel but sincerely seek 
God “can attain to everlasting sal- 
vation.” The church decided that 
requiring explicit Christian faith 
was too pessimistic, said Cardinal 
Avery Dulles, writing in First 
Things magazine. But now, he 
cautioned, “thoughtless optimism 
is the more prevalent error,” with 
many Christians mistakenly assum- 
ing that “everyone, or practically 
everyone, must be saved.” 

Christians are permitted to 
“hope that very many, if not all, 
will be saved,” Dulles said. Still, the 
New Testament teaches “the abso- 
lute necessity of faith for salvation” 
and says that each of us faces just 
two possibilities, either “everlasting 
happiness in the presence of God” or 
“everlasting torment in the absence
